The Government of.^Qanada has hud 
before the Dominion Parllaraent a series 
of resolutioiiH puinlinc; to tbe organization 
of civil gorernment in the northwestern 
di tricts. and their absorption as Prov- 
inces into the Confederacy. 

The step is taken not one moment too 
soon. T^l^e^(iit!jr« of Jhe Dominiop as a 
consolidated 'British American Power on 
Mds continent is in no small degree coin 
t'ngent upon tho union of tiio whole terri 
tory now owing nlh-giance to the Crown. 
The Dominion must stretch from tho At- 
luiiiic to the Pacific, or tho |iro|iortion.s 
wliich are essential to peraiaiieuce and 
strength will bo wanting. It is no poet's 
dreiuii, th s of a norlheru nationality ; no 
mere vision of beauiy, to lighten ami 
adorn afinr dinner eloquence, and then to 
be seen no more. — It is a stern necessity, 
to be worked for sedulously, with all tlie 
ability whiph,Canadii<n .state>nan9hip can 
possibly command. For let the Domin* 
ion terminate in the wilderiieaa which 
forms the western boundary of Ontario, 
aiid what diitiiii'tive destiny can (/unada 
hope to (icliieve ? On the contrary, let it 
be extended to thu PaciQc — one end of 
the chain resting, as it were, in the mag- 
nificent harbor of Halifax and the otht r 
ri vetted to the foundntiiMis of Victoria — 
what limit can bo [ilaced to its internal 
growth and ijrospcrity ? 

On every ground, then, it is most im- 
port'int lliat, no further time bo lost in 
con-;ummating plans which ought lo have 
been in operutiou ten years ago. The 
.'■idnent of ihf I^.ipeiial A.iithoriiie3 is of 
course requisite in tho first instance, but 
this is a mere formality whicli in nowise 
hinderf actual work. The a(lju>tnient of 
the Hudson Bay Company's pretensions 
will be more difficult, though we see in it 
no insuperable ci fficnlty if approached in 
the true spirit of statesmen rather than as 
incksters mti'iit ii|ioii driving a hard b(ir„ 
?ain. As 10 the sale of l!io Compuiiy's 
interests to llu; Government of the Unitud 
States, of which mention has been more 
tbaO' once mado recently, •We'-may rest 
assured that ibc project has no foundation 
outside of the' newsmonger'^ brain.- '
